The Kenneys did n prosperous business
In their little shop, employing two extra
men. Had It not been for the punctual-
ity of one of tbi"e Jotirnejmen In report-
ing for work the two men, or the
eller nt least, would undoubtedly have
been removed to an undertaker Instead
of to the hoMjillnl.

The elder Kenney wns an enrly riser
and very methodical In his habits nnd
customs. For years In all seasons his
store doors hac been open at 7 A. M.

This morning, when Edward
a coatmaker, called at 7.30 and

found the dors locked and the curtains
drawn he knew that something was
wrong. He almost shook the doors
down, but failed to arouse the occu-
pants, who slept In a little room Just off
the workshop. Then he thought he
detected an odor of gas and hurled off
and called l'tillcemnn Hrown The
tloor wns forced open, but the odor
gas was so strong that they were
obliged to defer entering for several
minutes.

Eying on their beds, both unconscious,
the father nnd son were found. The
former appeared to be dead, but the lat-
ter showed signs of life. A hurry cnll
for an nmbulenre wnH sent to Ht. Vin-
cent's, and both were renmved to the
hospital without delay. On the way the
younger man revived, but not sulllclent-l- y

to tell how the gas happened to be
turned on In the bedroom,

Pollcemnn Hrown made a thorough In-
vestigation, arriving nt the conclusion
that It wns nn accident, the result of
carelessness on the part of the younger
man. The key of the Jet wns not turned
entirely off, or elie too far around,
there (icing no gunrd-pl- n to prevent,
nnd the gas had been escaping all night.
